PURPOSETo enable a solenoid to operate with 
simple construction with low power consumption, 
by adapting a solenoid driving circuit such that 
driving current can be passed in any desired 
direction for a predetermined period of time for 
driving the solenoid. CONSTITUTION:A signal 
generated by handling a first switch SW1 is 
applied to a first monostable multivibrator circuit 
IC1 through a noise eliminating circuit FL1 as a 
trigger signal. A pulse width signal having a 
predetermined width of time is obtained 
therefrom. A first relay RY1 is driven for a certain 
period of time by this pulse width signal and 
supplies a solenoid 1 1 with driving current for a 
specified required period of time. The direction of 
the current supplied to the solenoid 1 1 can be 
reversed by handling a second switch SW2. In 
this manner, the solenoid 1 1 can be supplied with 
driving current in either direction for a specified 
period of time required for driving well the 
solenoid, and the solenoid can be driven reliably. 
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
